Despite his illness, Mr. Meredith per-

Al Smith of New York in,the 


recent Iowa Democratic presidential 
preference primary, which Gov. Smith 
won. 
Mr. Meredith always had been 


known as a "progressive dry" and he 
was an outspoken opponent of the New 
Tork governor's view on prohibition. 


An inherited love of the soil and 


general interest 
in the welfare o£ 


farmers lifted Meredith from youth- 
ful obscurity to national prominence 
and a place in President Wilson's cab-

boots, a cap with "ears" and little 
else.

Their prosaic mien 
reveals little 


either of agility or thought of adven- 
ture. But when the word fe passed 
that to cast off and make lor sea they 
are as full of excitement as a crowd 
of schoolboys, as active as acrobats. 
They must be active and alert, for 
sure-footedness and quickness of act 
means life. 


This year- an airplane 
piloted by 


Colin Caldwell, a Canadian aviator, 
has been enlisted to operate from the 
land and help the ships locate the seal 
herds, first in the Gulf of St. Law- 
rence, later on the northeast coast.

Dr. McMillan mixes busi- 
ness with tho thrilling experiences of 
an explorer, naturalist and big game 
hunter. A primitive urge, he says, 
calls him back year afte year to fever 
ridden jungles and trackless deserts 
and to frozen wastes of the northland.

neath the veneer of civilization in most 
of us," he says. 


Four of the" steel magnate's expedi-

THE .WISCONSIN AVE. SUBWAY 
The common council at its meeting last 


Wednesday instructed,the city clerk to- 
advertise for bids for constructing a sub- 
way tinder the Chicago and Northwestern 
railroad tracks on E. Wisconsin-ave and 
indicated a determination to go ahead 
with the project ordered by the Wiscon- 
sin railroad commission at the solicitation 
of a former city administration. 


This newspaper always has held to the 


opinion that a. subway at that point, even 
when the Wisconsin Michigan Power Co. 
operated its interurban cars, was of de- 
batable necessity but now since the elec- 
tric cars no longer are crossing the street 
it believes that the expenditure of a large 
sum of money at this time to separate the 
grades "on E. Wisconsin-ave, is unneces- 
sary and extravagant. 


It must be borne in mind, when consid- 


ering whether a subway is needed on 
Wisconsin-ave, that there is no practic- 
able way to reach Wisconsin-ave, west of 
the railroad tracks, from the downtown 
section of Appleton without crossing the 
"•tracks at another point. Traffic on High- 
way 41, no matter which way it is routed 
north and south through the city, must 
cross the Chicago and Northwestern 
tracks at some other point before it 
reaches Wisconsin-ave. It dqes not appear 
to us to be good judgment to compel 
traffic to accept the hazard of unseparated 
grades elsewhere in the city in .order to 
give motorists the opportunity of passing 
under the tracks at Wisconsin-ave. 


If the city's purpose in building the 


Wisconsin-ave subway really is the pro- 
tection of trafficxit-must build two sub-' 
ways, the other on the street over which 
traffic must pass to reach Wisconsin- 
ave. It seems to us . there is at least as 
much danger in crossing the tracks on 
downtown streets, where the view of mo- 
torists is obstructed, as there is on Wis- 
consin-ave where just a little expenditure 
-will assure the driver plenty of opportu- 
nity to see the approach of trains from all 
directions. 


When the power company operated its 


72, cars daily across Wisconsin-ave a 
traffic hazard of some proportions did ex- 
ist, but since the removal of the electric 
cars not more than 25 trains cross the 
street a day, just a fraction more than one 
train an hour. The railroad commission 
no doubt was influenced by the heavy 
traffic of electric cars to order construc- 
'tion of the .highway, and it did so reluc- 
'tantly, and so it is reasonable to believe 
that if the matter were presented to the 
'commission in the light of present day 
conditions it might reconsider its instruc- 
tions. 
' 


We think the common council is cor- 


rect in its assumption that a reasonably 
, fast and safe route must be provided for 
tourists passing through the city and that 
the present route by way of the E. Pa- 
cific-st bridge is not the most desirable. 
But'there-appears to be an alternative 
route'without the necessity of crossing 
the Wisconsin-ave tracks and that route 
5s the.extension of N. Rankin-st along the 
abandoned right-of-way of the Wisconsin 
Michigan Power Co. to Wisconsin-ave. 
.This new street would intersect with E. 
,Wisconsin-ave just east of the tracks and 
.tourists would be enabled to pass through 
the city without crossing a single rail- 
Jrack and without burdening the Pacific- 
ist bridge and without the hazards of 
grinding streets east of the bridge.

A MATTER OF FEAR 


Until now the National Crime commis- 


sion recommendations on various aspects 
of the crime situation in America have 
seemed- uniformly sane and wise. The 
first rift within the lute is a report turned 
in by a special committee on the medical 
aspects of^crime headed by Mrs. Ethel 
Roosevelt Derby. Its proposals are ap- 
proved by Newton D. Baker, chairman of 
the commission. 


Briefly this committee would have the 


question of responsibility upon mental 
grounds'decided by experts before trial, 
taking it out of the hands of the jury to 
judge of something they know nothing 
whatever about-—the complicated and 
subtle matter of mental abnormality. 
That is all very well. But the committee 
would go further. 
, 


It would have the experts who make 


these pretrial examinations and decisions 
take over also the disposition ofcljail-mis*-- 
demeanants and_ felons/' .deciding, not. 
only the origin^tquestion of sanity at.the 
time of the crime>but the actual length of 
term a prisoner should serve. It -would 
turn over to them, of course,-the manag- 
ing of the parole system. For-the present 
system of penalties inflicted/ regardless of 
the effect on the prisoner, the committee 
would substitute a plan to- make the 
weight of the { penalty .dependent upon 
scientific determination of "the prisoner's 
mental welfare and improvement. 


Quite evidently the committee thinks 


this would result in greater safety to so- 
ciety than the present system. 
For ex- 


ample, it seems to believe many "incur- 
ably inadequate, incompetent and anti- 
social offenders" would be interned per- 
manently under this plan who are new 
allowed to go back into society and be- 
come recidivists. 


Unfortunately, past 
experience 
of 


psychiatrists and "experts" regarding 
' crime as?a disease has not indicated that 
they would be particularly stem in their 
effort to rid society of criminal mentali- 
ties. Such "experts" in many criminal 
trials have been found on both sides of 
the fence, pulling Leopolds and Loebs out 
of the law's clutches at least as often as 
they have striven for the law. What "an 
opportunity for graft would'lie in the 
hands of a board of alienists absolutely 
empowered to set the length of sentences, 
to incarcerate for life or to release to- 
morrow every prisoner of the state! 


And this is entirely aside from what is 


perhaps the most -important considera- 
tion: Punishment is primarily dealt out 
not to change the prisoner but to prevent 
others from copying his act. Its highest 
science is the science of fear as applied 
to the tempted. Putting judgment in the 
hands of psychiatrists is destroying fear. 
Fixefr sentences and an application of the 
breeching to our runaway parole" system 
would be a far better deterrent 


NO. SSMTHB MATURE OF CANCER 


Until the cause of cancer la discovered we cannot 


know whether tho conditions now called cancer are 
one disease or a croup of diseases. At any rate 
there arc three'main types of cancer recognized, 
namly carcinoma, 'sarcoma -and ODithclloma. 


Carcinoma is the common Internal cancer of or- 


gans such aj> the. stomach, tho uterus, the brca.st. 
It occurs usually in a person of mature age, only 
rarply In one under 30. It develops Insidiously from 
no apparent cause or In the site of some long ex- 
isting trouble such as an old ulcer or scar. It Is 
painless or lesponsible for but little pain in the 
majority of cases. There is no characteristic or tell- 
tale sign by which patient or doctor may recognize 
the nature of the disease, but suspicion should lead 
to prompt medical examination and this affords the 
doctor a chance to detect the disease by the process 
of exclusion. Carcinoma spreads through the lyiri- 
phatlc channels from the primary site to the near- 
est lymph nodes or "glands," and subsequently from 
these to mote distant nodes. It is not a "growth" 
in the sense of a new form of life crafted on the 
body like a parasite: it Is rather a degeneration, a 
disorderly variation of the normal cell multiplica- 
tion of the tissue or orcran affected: cellular an- 
archy/ In this irregular, abnormal cell multiplication 
some poisonous substance seems to be produced and 
this seems to damage the general health. No one 
has ^determined what the hypothetical poison is or 
even that a poison is produced, but we assume such 
a _factor to account for the impairment of general 
health in cancer. 


Sarcoma is a less common type of cancer, often 


occurring in children or persons of any age, develop- 
ing more rapidly, perhaps soon after an ordinary 
injury, affecting the bone, gland tissue, any part of 
tha body, and running Its course in a few months, 
as compared with the slower carcinoma development 
of a few years. Sarcoma spreads by the accidental 
conveyance of a bit of the cancer in the blood 
stream to some other part of the body, perhaps dis- 
tant from the primary site. This is important, be- 
cause, if the nature of the disease is promptly recog- 
Aized and the primary lesion immediately and rad- 
ically removed by surgery, there is an excellent 
chance that the cure will be absolute. The success 
of this dpcnds of course upon the possibility of rad- 
ical removal of the primary sarcoma and the chance 
that no particle has already been carried off in the 
blood stream to develop as a secondary sarcoma 
elsewher. Sarcoma is more like a tumor—a swelling, 
a "bunch—than carcinoma. 


Epithelioma is the comparatively benign type of 


cancer that commonly occurs about the face, lips 
or elsewhere in the skin. Epithelioma develops in 
the site of some triflmsr old wart, pimple or mole 
after many years, and is so very insisious that the 
patient at first cannot believe the thins: is serious 
enough to \\arrant medical attention. Epithelioma 
is most common among elderly persons, but hap- 
pens sometimes in early life. If neglected, it gen- 
erally progresses to ulceration and the victim may 
live for many years -with the ulcor or raw surface 
and suffer apparently little impairment of health. 
Epithelioma in the first stage is more amenable to 
treatment than other types of cancer. Even hide- 
ous, 
crude quack remedies, caustics, and the like, 


may cure—if.the victim can stand the pain, shock 
and blood poisoning associated with such maltreat- 
ment.

The great 
Tolstoi story had been rechristenec" 
with the asinine title, "Love," but I 
decided not to let that scare me away 
from the play. If it was actually a 
.picture version of the great Russian 
novel it would be worth seeing, no 
matter what liberties had been taken 
the title. 


I am well aware fo the fact that 


it has become the fashion to denounce 
the movie versions of favont novels. 
Thousands of people have become at- 
tached to a. certain acquence of ev- 
ents m a much lo.ved story and they 
insist that the movie version shall 
follow that order. They are like small 
children who insist that every deta:i 
in the tale of Little Black Sambo 
shall be repeated 
over 
and 
over 


again. No matter how irrelevant the 
detail may be. the child insists 
in 


its inclusion in the story or he is 
not satisfied. 


Grownups are like that with their 


filmized novels, Now it is a fact that 
a large amount of the material in the 
average novel is incapable of being 
transferred to the screen. Some of 
the jnost wonderful scenes in liter- 
ature simply cannot be photograph- 
ed. They are made up of poetry or 
rhetoria or atmosphere, and who can 
photograph such intangibles? Or if 
they are transformed into something 
that is entirely different. 


On the other hand, there are a 


great many even very long novels 
that do not have enough photograph- 
able material to 
make up a 
full 


length movie. If they are to be trans- 
ferred to the screen "at all the direc- 
tor must of necessity add scenes that 
are not in the book. To this most 
people obect- I do not, if it is well 
done. I recognize the fact that it is 
necessary and that the movie is an 
art in itself. 


But the case of "Love" is entirely 


different. In this instance a

story that had universal 
meaning 


was ruthlessly slaughtered because 
tho producers were, cowards and lack- 
ing m intelligence. They have turn 
ed a great story into silly drivel. 


In the original novel Anna Karen- 


ina and Count Vronsky run away be- 
lieving they will be eternally happy. 
Anna abandons her silly

band and her child believing that 
the mad love of Vronsky will make 
up for everything. The two have the 
natural illusion that love will endure. 


But gradually the illicit love cools, 


as docs wedded love sometimes- Vron- 
sky gets fat and less romantic as 
the years pass.

A proper choice 
of toys interests and challenges him 
so he keeps busy, learns to

Stockholm, Sweden—(XP)—Two pre- 


Viking ships, 1,500 years old, and one 
oar estimated to be 5,000 years old 
have been found in Sweden, shedding 
new light upon ancient searfaring and 
seamanship. 


The oar, made for paddling, 
was 


found deep down in a moor in Dale- 
carlia and the experts of the histori- 
cal museum in Stockholm estimated 
its age by the pollen test. This test 
consists in examingmg a piece of the 
soil where the object was' found and 
wjien pollen abounds. The geologists 
liave drawn up immigration maps for 
various plants, fixing the age of their 
existence in Sweden. On this special 
occasion they found no pine pollen 
in the clod examined and knowing that 
the pine entered Dalecarlia some time 
after 3,000 years B. C., they accord- 
ingly dated the oar as belonging to an 
earlier period. 


This pollen analysis discovered by 


the Swedish botanist Lagerheim and 
perfected by another Swedish "scientist 
von Post, is looked upon as a revolu- 
tionizing method of investigation of 
early geological periods. 


The ancient ships were found on the 


Western shore of Sweden in the pro- 
vince of Halland. The hulls-are made 
of oak timber and 14 meters long, four 
meters- wired and built on ribs and 
nailed together by wooden pegs. They 
were comparatively very well preserv- 
ed.

Lessen Accidents to Under- 
ground Workers 


Cleveland—(49—A new two filament 


incandescent lamp for miners, which 
asures "adequate illumination through- 
out tho working day, has ben devel- 
oped at the National Lamp Works by 
engineers of the General Electric com- 
pany. 


Fitting into a small reflector that 


is worn on the cap, the lamp is operat- 
ed from a compact two cell storage 
battery strapped to a belt about the 
worker's waist. 
hTe filaments func- 


tion at different intensities. The ma- 
jor unit, giving 14 beam candlepower. 
of light, is used until it fails and then 
the throwing of a simple switch on 
the lamp directs the current Into the 
low candlepower emergency filament 
which gives enough light to enable 
the miner to finish his day's work. 


The emergency filament is rated at 


low candlepower, assuring longer life 
than if it were of the same power as 
tho first and can be burned for 30 
hours or more. 


"In the past lamp, failures have 


often occurred when the lights 
are 


being used underground by the mi- 
ners," explains C. E. Egler, engineer 
of the lamp works. "It is not a prac- 
tice at mines to provider place below 
the ground for replacing burned-out 
lamps. Either the miner must be fur- 
nished with another equipment, or he 
must go to the lamp house on the 
surface to get another lamp. 


"Usually he has stopped work for 


the day, with a loss both to himself 
and the operator. Now this condition 
las been corrected by the two filament 
lamp."

Of Rural Doctors Filled 


Albany, N. Y.—OW—An attempt to 


recruit the dwindling ranks of coun- 
try doctors Is to be made by the Al 
bany Medical college through a new 
department of regional extension of 
medical practice which will seek to 
place young physicians inrural areas. 


Although the experiment is designed 


chiefly to aid this section of New York 
state, the problem it is attacking is 
found throdughout the nation. 
From 


many sections come reports that coun 
try practices are not atractlng newly 
graduated medical students and that 
the places made vacant by the coun 
try physicians removed by death or re- 
tirement are not being filled gy a gen 
eration that seeks the lure of "big 
money" In the cities. 


Dr. Matthias NIcoll, Jr., health com 


missioner of New York state, makes 
the prophecy that iw the present de 
clino In the number of rural physicians 
continues the health of thousands of 
persons throughout the United States 
will be "seriously jeopardized within 
a comparatively short time." 


Dr. Nicoll further asserts that half 


of the physicians now situated In the 
rural areas of this state will not be 
in active practice in ten years. He 
bases his prophecy on a survey, made 
by the local college, of 20 northeastern 
New York counties, which may be 
fairly taken as a cross section of the 
nation. 


"The survey shows," says the com- 


missioner, "that of the 589 physicians 
in non-urban districts of this region 
284 have been practicing 
for 
more 


than 30 years. 
Of these 159 have 


been practicing for more than 
40 


years. A majority of them are over 
60 years of age. As a further example 
in New York state 30 rural health 
officers died during 1927. Of these 21 
averagel 60 years of age 
at death. 


The ages of 13 ranged from 61 to 73 
years. 


"The survey Indicates two of 
the 


most Important factors In the national 
and state problem of decreasing medi- 
cal atendance in rural areas. Those 
factors are the high average age of 
rural physicians and the small num- 
ber of young men who are entering 
practice in country communities.

The use of angle worms for trout 


fishing is all right if one is on the 
stream for fish an nothing else. Both 
worms and artificial flies 
will take 


them, and if the fisherman has really 
learned how to fly. fish, and has the 
proper equipment, he will take larger 
fish than will~the user of the garden 
hackle. Of course, early in the sea- 
son when the water is high and roily, 
and before there are any natural in- 
sects on the stream, worms are about 
the only thing the fish are interested 
in. That is but natural because they 
are feeding on the bottom and not on 
the surface where, later on, they will 
rise for the winged Insects. 


We are speaking 
of the season 


commencing with the advent of the 
flies and other insects which have 
emerged from the larval stage, how- 
ever, when this occurs they hoover 
over the surface as directed by na- 
ture, thus 
becoming food for 
the 


trout. 


There are fishermen who scoff at 


the user of artificial flies, and yet, if 
one of them had ever watched an 
expert dry fly man. at work, and 
could comprehend 
the consummate 


skill with -.vhich he lays his fly on 
the surface fifty feet or more away, 
and • in so delicate a manner as to

down to the surface, where, for a few 
seconds it floats with 
its cocked 


wings as a live insect would do. 


Dry fly fishing must be done up 


stream, that is, the fly must be cast 
upr'or at least across and upward, in 
order that it be not submerged. Use 
small patterns—12, 14 or 16 are best 
usually. When a trout rises to one of 
these minute lures it must be assumed 
that he uses his tongue to snap it in. 
for in the tongue he is most often 
hooked. A^ to patterns, if I were al- 
lowed to use but three flies I would 
select the Coachman, the Cahill and 
the Professor as/most apt to give me 
best all round results.

Iry fly fisherman, all 


things being equal, will take larger 
trout than will the one using worms. 
We proved that conclusively during 
a trip to the main west branch of the 
Wolf last season.

"Later," adds Dr. Lucas, "it was 


found that this spine was really a 
thumb and it was pointed out that to 
put his thumb to his nose was rcnlly 
an undignified gesture for so anci- 
ent an animal." 


Then there's the story of the giant 


octopus, a plain case of mistaken 
identity, for the partly decomposed 
mass that was cast up on the Florida 
coast proved to be not octopus but 
blubber. It had been dignified with 
the title 'octopus giganteus."

ulators of mammoths arranged 
the 


tusks to point outwards and

ABOUT MILKY WAY 


The Late Professor Barnard 


Made Study of Heavens His 
Life Work?' 


Washington—UP)—The life work of 


the late Prof. Edward E. Barnard, one 
of America's greatest astronomers, has 
been epitomized in the unique "Atlas 
of Selected Regions of the Milky "Way 
lust published by the Carnegie Insti- 
.ution of Washington. 


Prof. Barnard, who began life as a 


photographer's assistant in Tennessee 
and first won fame in astronomy as 
the discoverer of comets devoted many 
of his mature years to the photogra- 
phic study of the Milky Way, which 
s the "great circle" of the universe 
ust as the equator is the basic circle 
or measurement of latitude and longi- 
tude on the earth. 


He obtained, through tireless effort 


at the Terkes Observatory of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago and for a time at 
the Carnegie Institution observatory 
on Mount Wilson, 4,000 plates showing 
different sections of the Milky Way. 
Some of them, it has been estimated, 
record half a minion star Images. Of 
the total, he selected 51 for his Atlas 
and personJly selected 35,700 prints 
made from them. 


His death came before the Atlas was 


ready for publication, but the work 
was completed and the fragmentary 
notes left by the author were* edited 
>y Dr. Edwin B. Frost, director, and 
Mary R. Calvert, assitsant. of the Yer- 
kcs Observatory, where he had served 
as astronomer. 
Publication was un- 


dertaken by the University of Chicago 
Press and 700 copies containing the 
holographs and text were issued, 
[his was accompanied by a key vol- 


s%iduio3 par; susqa Saramuoo ata 


istronomlcal data corresponding to the 
prints in the Atlas.

Science Takes, Hand In 


Iron Blast Furnaces 


Birmingham, Ala.—Despite the fun- 


damental importance of the iron blast 
furnace in the processes of civiliza- 
tion, its construction has never been 
reduced to an exact science. That con- 
dition is passing, however, in the opin- 
ion of J. P. Dovel, blast furnace engi- 
neer and contractor, inventor and vice 
president of the Sloss-Sheffield Steel 
and Iron company. 


Docely has " evovlved a structure 


which he describes as "permanent" 
and more dependable than the old type 
with respect to the grade of pig Iron 
produced. Every part which Is likely 
to fail during operation can be repaired 
from the outside and for this reason, 
he says, it-will last five or six times 
as long as ordinary furnaces, 
which 


become unmanagable after a year or 
two" and must be rebuilt at a cost of 
about $150,000. 


When Dovel was placed in charge of 


a group of Sloss-Sheffield furnaces, it 
was obvious that something fiad to be 
done to prevent the brick inner lining 
of the upper part of the furnaces from 
working into 3. highly irregular sur- 
face when subjected to the Intense heat 
and the friction of the slowly sinking 
charges of ore, coke and 
limestone, 


•which are put In at the top and sep- 
arate into iron and slag near the bot- 
tom. 
By inserting1 a series of rows 
of 


bronze cooling plates among the bricks 
and attaching them to the steel shell 
of the furnace, he found that a suffl- 


ciently/smooth inner surface could be 
maintained because of their action in 
solidifying the semi-molten material 
about them and encouraging the depo- 
sition of carbon and alkaline minerals 
from the gases. Further, if part of the 
inwall did fail, it could be 
repaired 


from the outside with little or no oper- 
ating delay, and maintenance of the 
smoother, surface permitted modifica- 
tions in the design of the upper section 
to assure a freer flow of gases through 
the ore and fuel. 


Combining these and several o'ther 


inventions of his own with improved 
methods of constructing the hearth 
and lower section of the furnace, he 
was able to convert troublcsomo old 
structures into the "permanent" type. 
Some of these, and others built in ac- 
cordance with his designs, havo been 
in use for a number of years with bet- 
ter results, he observes, then he ex- 
pected, 


Out of 900 casts on which a record 


was kept, only one fell below specifica- 
tions; coke consumption has been re- 
duced as much as 16 per cent and pro- 
duction increased 30 per cent, and the 
loss caused by the upward rush of 
gases carrying; away ore and coke dust 
has been almost eliminated. Dovel es- 
timates tho "flue dust" loss In tho old 
type furnace at 250 pounds a ton of 
pig iron, a huge item when it is con- 
sidered that the anual production is 
more than 45,000,000 tons. 


Fishermen Go "Down To 


Sea" But Not In Boats 


Portland. Me. — OP) — Unlike the 


"men 
who go down to 
tho sen In 


ships." a class of fishermen In Maine- 
each winter goes down to the sea bi 
shanties. 


They arc tho smelt fishermen and 


'each, winter "smelt villages" spring 
up on tho ice along* the coast of Maine 
to linger from the time the ico Is 
thick enough until flbhmg laws or 
warm weather end the season. Fshlng 
through tho ice on Nalnc's salt rlv. 
ers and inlet assumes the proportions 
of an Industry. 


A red-blooded sport Is smelt Ilsli- 


ing. Years ago tho hnrdy "down-east- 
ers" fished with little more than warm 
clothing or a wind-break for shelter. 
A' Boston man, Job Secor. was at- 
tracted to tryq his hand at the sport 
in tho seventies. Ho froze both cars 
n'nd 
one foot and caught no smelts. 


But instead of giving up the sport ho 
built what Is said to have been tho 
first smelt shanty—a canvas covered 
shack with a little box stovo Inside. 
He is credited with being tho father 
of the smelt villages. 


Shanties are frequently little more 


than frameworks covered with cotton 
cloth. A littlo oil stove, sometimes a 
hooks, lines and bait are included In 
the smelt fisherman's equipment. Ma- 
rine/* or clam worms are said to be 
tho best bait. Tho baited .hooks nro 
hung from "spreaders" which permit 
suspension of from four to six lines. 


There is- little 
shifting about- of 


shanties now. 
The fisherman fre- 


quently banks his shack with snow 
'and pours water on the' snow, freez- 
ing his little shelter to the ice. 


Then, sometimes in the company of 


a second fisherman, ho sets about the 
task or sport of catching the smooth, 
shiny fish with their peculiar, dis- 
tinctive smell, a smell described by 
one authority as a combination of cu- 
cumbers, violets and rushes. Silence 
is the rule. Radio sets, with ear- 
phones, keep the fisherman in touch 
with the world. 


There arc hazards to smelt fls»hlug. 


aside from the cold. 
Sometimes a 


gale sweeps the ice. hurling Itself up- 
on the little shack, tugging them 
from their moorings and scattering 
hatches, fish, lli.es, and the shanties 
themselves.

• Ineligible for active service during 
the world war, he closed his desk and 
devoted more than a year to Liberty 
loan campaigns. It Is said that in 17 
months he made 817 speeches for the 
government.

ASK LABOR LAW OF 


MEXICAN CONGRESS 


Proposed Measures Would 


Require Employers to Share 
Profits' With' Employes 


Mexico. City — (/P) —Congress has 


been asked to enact a general labor 
law duuing the special session which 
commenced. May 14. 
' 


Tho proposed law would require em- 


ployers to share profits with employes 
or pay. them a fixed .bonus in lieu of 
profit-sharing. 


Committees of employes would be 


empowered to examine the books and 
business records of their employes, 
ascertain earnings and profits to be 
divided or-the-bonus to be paid. 


The -petition that the special ses- 


sion of congress pass the general la- 
bor law was-made by the Mexican Re- 
gional'Confederation of Labor. This 
is the principal union labor organiza- 
tion in'Mexico. 


This'pt-op'osed general labor law has 


been a bugaboo' to employers, both 
Mexican and foieign, for'some years. 
It comes 'up "m every regular session 
of congress, usually passes either the 
chamber'o£ deputies or the 
senate 


causes alarm in the • business world 
and heretofore has died upon the cal- 
endar at the end of the session with- 
out having been enacted into law. 


The 1917 constitution, which is the 


present constitution of Mexico and 
the one under which the oil laws, alien 
land laws and religious laws were en- 
acted, contains in effect practically all 
the provisions proposed for the gener- 
al labor law. But a good many of 
these provisions — compulsory profit 
sharing, for instance—have been daed 
letters. The general labor law would 
be an enacting'law, writing into the 
statutes that which is already in the 
constitution, but largely "unenforced. 


Observers think it quite 
doubtful 


that the special session will pass the 
labor bill. Obregon partisans, control 
congress. Secretary of Labor 'Morones 
is tho leading spirit of the lab'or move- 
ment and founder of the confedera- 
tion of labor, which wants the 
bill 


passed. Obregon and Morones have 
been at outs for some years and re- 
cently have indicated 
their 
enmity 


anew. 
Some consider it improbable 


that a Congress controlled by Obregon 
will^ act as requested by elements they 
consider unfriendly to Obregon. 


The labor bill, as introduced m oth- 


er sessions in recent years, is about 
18,000 words long and prescribes in 
great detail various workmen's bene- 
fit required of employers. 
Workers 


committees are to fix minimum wage 
scales. Eighty per cent of the em- 
ployes of every establishment 
must 


be Mexican citizens. The working day 
is to be eight hours. 
An elaborate 


system of workmen's 
compensations 


for illness and accidents is proposed.
